A Recent Free- from the policy of 
Trade Experiment. Free-trade, has re- 
pudiated it iu favor 
of Protection. It is 
remarkable how closely the experience 
of the Australian colony resembles our 
own under the la t trial the United 
States made of Cobdenlsm. By 1860 the 
Revenue Tariffs of 1840 and 1857 had im- 
poverished the country, destroyed publie 
credit and sowed the seeds of discontent 
among the laboring population. The 
public Treasury was bankrupt anil Con- 
grees was obliged to authorize loans in 
order to provide money to pay running 
expenses. Even then funds could 
hardly be raised to pay th,> salaries of 
the Government officials, and the bonds 
offered for sale had to be hawked about 



Mew Month Wales found itself in a 
similar position in 1891 after her ex- 
perience of a Free-trade policy. Strikes 
were frequent and labor generally dis- 
contented. The publie debt had grown 
to enormous proportions, and the reve- 
nues fell short of expenditures. Within 
three months a loan of £'4,500,000 ne- 
gotiated in London was expended, ami 
distrust In the colony's solvency made 
farther borrowing impracticable. Af- 
fairs had reached a critical point when 
the colonial Parliament was dissolved. 
The result of the ensuing election was 
to give the Protectionists a substantial 
majority in that body. 

A new Tariff bill was forthwith 
framed. Describing its scope and ob- 
jects, Treasurer Lex, in an address to 
the Houfe, declared that it was a meas- 
ure for the benefit of native industry iu- 
l of " for the good of cheaply paid 
foreign labor." It was a genuinely 
Protective Tariff, he asserted, so adjusted 
as to extend " agriculture and manufae- 
1 give employment to the peo- 
k better rate of pay and at the 
e time keep the money in the coun- 

The bill was promptly passed and 
gave New Booth Wales a Tariff as radi- 
cally Protective in principle as our own 
BIcKinley law. It was a severe blow 
to British Free-traders. For years this 
British colony had enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of being the sole companion of the 
mother country in adhering to Cobden- 
lsm, and the advocates of that system 



even contended that it was more pros- 
perous than the neighboring colony of 
Victoria, which had a Protective Tariff. 
But the people of New South Wales have 
effectually MttM this question to the 
discomfiture of the Free-traders every-

An English Fair-trader writing to 
The Sheffield Telegraph thinks it a 
grand mistake to suppose that the elec- 
tion of Cleveland will bring about 
Kree-trade In this country. He says 
also that the supposition that the Free- 
trader loves Free-trade is absurd. What 
he loves is to possess " the power to buy 
what he wants for less money than his 
fellow-countrymen can produce it and 
live." The name Free-trader, " is only 
a fair name hiding something which is 
not fair." 



Aloni; with Free-trade there would 
naturally come a smaller production of 
cotton in America, because the low price 
would discourage production. With the 
reduction of the cotton crop there would 
eome a larger production of food crops, 
and consequently lower prices of bread. 
But would this benefit the country gen- 
Tally? Let ns see: If the cotton crop 
s reduced the manufacturing industries 
from the same cause would be reduced. 
The supply of labor, adequate under 
previous conditions, becomes excessive; 
demand for labor becomes less, fewer 
are employed, at lower wages, and there 
is less money with which to buy the 
larger bread crop, and fewer consumers 
to take it. Unless, therefore, there is a 
foreign demand for breadstnffs, the pro- 
ducer will not have been benefited and 
the laborer will have U 
injured.

C 8ydn*V, Fsb T. — The number of peo- 
ple drowned by the floods in Queens- 
land is very large. At Ipswich, twenty- 
fire miles from Brisbane, twenty-twc 
are known to have perished, and it ii 
feared thai the loss of life is much 
greater, as the swollen river is covered 
with wreckage from which a horrible 
•tench rises, doubtless caused by the 
' dead bodies of human beings and ani- 
mals entangled in the masa 

Brisbane, Feb. 7.— The wBtcr is stead- 
ily rising in this city. The lower dis- 
tricts are completely submerged. In 
the lower portions of the main street it 
la twenty feet deep The shops and 
their contents are almost a total loss, 
M the flood came on so rapidly 
that only a small part of the 
Stock could be removed. Men are 
at work in boat* trying to save the 
contents of the third and fourth stories 
before the water rises to them. The 
Brisbane river bridge, conncctieg North 
and South Brisbane, was swept away 
Sunday night All the inhabitants are 
crowding to the highlands part of the 
dty. In consequence of the interrup- 
tion of railway and fa ' 
nlcatton only scanty 
the disasters in other parts of Queens- 
land is obtained. 

At Marlborough, in March county, 
thirty persons have been drowned. 
Most of the town is under water. The 
Marl river bridge, the largest one in 
the colony, has ben carried away. The 
town has been deserted by two-thirds 
of the Inhabitants. Tlaro, another 
town on the Mori, is also under water.
